in South Carolina. — 

Six Who Voted “ No” on War. . 

Of the six members of the senate 
who voted against the declaration of 
war against Germany, two—Senator 
Stone of Missouri, and Senator Lane 
ef Oregon, have died. Senator Varda- 
man of Mississippi was defeated for re- 
pomination. 

‘Several members of the house whose 
records do not measure up to the acid 
test have suffered misfortunes. Rep- 
resentative Lundeen of Minnesota 
yoted against war and the draft and 
then went down to defeat. Represent- 
ative Dillon of South Dakota supported 
the McLemore resolution, the embargo 
on munitions to the allies, and voted 
against the war. His constituents re- 
fused to return him to congress. 

Representative Woods of Iowa voted 
against the declaration of war. He 
‘failed to secure renomination to con- 
gress in the primaries this year. 


Jeff McLemore Out. 

In Texas, Representative Jeff McLe- 
more, author of the McLemore resolu- 
tion to surrender American rights on 
the high seas, failed to get himself re- 
nominated to congress. Representative 
Slayden of Texas quit the race for re- 
nomination when President Wilson 
tagged him an obstructionist. 

* Ohio refused to send back the two 
obstructionist members of its delega- 
tion in the house.

The release of the United States 
food administration for this week treats 
of the following subjects: Buffet sup- 
pers, latest food rulings, French pas- 
tries (not made in France today), how 
does your garden look? a matter of 
grains, the fall garden is rich in va- 
riety, recipe for creamed turnip, white 
sauce, and baked winter squash.

-» The question of light meat has re- 
ceived attention twice over in this 
column, but this is one of the things 
that needs the emphasis that only rep- 
tition gives, so here is what the food 
administration directs concerning the 
supply of light meat for civilian use: 
' “Housewives will be working in har- 
mony with food conservation if they 
* buy light beef for the next few weeks. 
Owing to drought conditions, chiefly in 
sections of the southwest, it is impos- 
sible to maintain all the cattle on the 
ranches, and the United States food 
administration is therefore urging that 
when marketed those not taken by the 
army and navy shal! find ready sales 
to the housewives of the nation. 

“This beef should be available at 
lower prices in retail markets that 
have been handling materially heavier 
beef. These animals in which the food 
administration is especially interested 
weigh less than 475 pounds when 
Gressed. Heavier beef—that is, anl- 
mais weighing when dressed from 475 
upward—continue to be needed by the 
gilies and our army and navy. 

“Other parts of the beef which are 


not shipped abroad and which may be 


used by housewives are heart, brains, 
' tongue, liver; kidney, and sweetbreads.”

Under the subject of the appearance 
of the garden, housewives are asked 
@ g00dly number of questions, in this 
release from the food administration, 
as follows: “Do you keep close track 
of your pumpkins and squashes, or dg 
you leave them to shift for themselves 
since the fresh green season has gone? 
Squash and pumpkins are good for win- 
ter, and it is poor policy to let any 
of these vegetables rot or otherwise 
become worthless account of lack 
of attention. Every tomato should be 
carefully watched and either be canned 
or served fresh. Great’ overripe to- 
matoes that rot before they can be 
' @anned are an inexcusable waste.” 
The recipe for ed winter squash 
reads: “Cut in pieces two inches 
square, remove seeds and stringy por- 
tion, place in a dripping pan, sprinkle 
with sgit and pepper, and allow for 
each square one-half teaspoon of mo- 
lasses and one-half teaspoon of butter 
or butter substitute. Bake fifty min- 
utes or until soft in a moderate oven, 
keeping covered th» first half hour of 
cookigs. Serve in the shell.”

Hold Conflicting Views of 
Legality of Refer- 
endum.

State’s Attorney Hoyne yesterday in 
a@ statement held tha; the traction unt. 
fication ordinance cannot be legally 
placed un the election ballot for a popu- 
lar referendum at the coming Novem- 
ber election. He insisted that it must 
be placed on the ballot by petition 
which now is a physical tmpossibility. 
Mr. Hoyne’'s declaration follows a ques- 
tion put to him as to whether the elec 
tion commissioners should and would 
place the question on the official bal- 


lot. 

Fisher’s Views Different. 
Walter L. Fisher, special traction at- 
torney for the city, differs With Mr. 
Hoyne. He said last night that the 
mutter of placing the question on ths 
ballot was taken with Attorney Colin 
C. H. Fyffe of the election board before 
the enactment of the ordinance. It 
was Mr. Fyffe’s opinion that the ordi- 
nance could be legally submitted to 
the people for adoption not under the 
public policy act, but as a straight pop- 
ular referendum on a piece of coun. 
ell legisiation. Attorney Fisher said 
further that he did not consider Mr. 
Hoyne’s position as to the legality of 
the ordinance itself tenable. 
Mr. Hoyns, however, holds the trac-. 
‘ tion ordinance is not a completed piece |: 
of legislation because the state legis- 
Jature has not yet passed an enabling 
act and even should the question be 
placed on the ballot and a majority 
vote be cast in favor of. it, the vote 
would have no binding legislative ef- 

fect, he says. 
Doubts Council Rights. 
“Tn the first place,” said Mr. Hoyne, 
“the city council had no power to pass 
‘this ordinance, as is admitted on the 
face of the ordinance. In. paragraph 
$4—the acceptance clause—it provides 
it shall not become effective until it Is 
indorsed by a majority of all the legal 
voters at the November election. 
“But under the public policy act 
there is only one way in which a ques- 
tion be submitted to the people 
of thethty on a referendum and that is 
by a petition signed by 25 per cent of 
the registered voters and it must be 
filed sixty days before the election. 
“To put the ordinance on the bal- 
lot legally would require a petition 
with 200,000 signatures. 
_ “Tt is true that in the past city 
ordinances, legally passed by the 
council within its powers, have been 
placed upon the ballot without the pe-, 
tition required by the public policy | 


act: 
Would Burden Taxpayers. 

“But it is inexcusable as well as {1- 
legal to burden the taxpayers with 
,the,.2xpense of referendum hallots. 
when the ordinance tu be submitted is | 
iliegal and a majority vote in favor 
of it could amount to nothing more 
than an expression of opinion under 
the public policy act. It can have no 
other effect than this until the general 
assembly passes enabling legislation. 
“Ig my opinion the chief purpose of 
the traction interests in rushing the 
ordinance through in time for the No- 
vember election was to procure a ma 
jority vote of the Chicago people 
which could be used to influence legis- 
lation at Springfield next January. It 
is Intended to commit the people of 
Chicago to a principle of public pol- 
icy devised by the traction interests 
for their own benefit. 
“Tt seems to me that if Judge Scul- 
ly and the election commissioners per- 
mit this ordinance to go on the bal 
jot they will be lending themselves to 
assist the traction interests to further 
their own program.”

[ MR. MORTENSON'S CAREER 


_ Peter A. Mortenson, the new superin- 
tendent of Chicago schools, like his 
predecessor, was born on a farm and 
received his education only after much 
personal effort. His birthplace was 
near Westfield, Wis. He was the old- 


After he had finished with a country 
school, he went to the Westfield High 
school. At first he rode horseback 
seven miles to school, but later lived in 
town and worked for his board. 

The first teaching position was in a 
country school of fifteen pupils. Later. 
he went to the Northern: Indiana 
Normal school and Battle Creek col- 
lege. His work there was followed by 
courses at the University of Wisconsin, 
and the University of Chicago, spe- 
cializing in English, educational psv- 
chology, and school administration.

More than 20 years of Mr. Morten- 
son's life have been spent in the Chi- 
cago public school system. © After seven 
years in other schools in Illinois, he 
became a teacher in one of the Chicago 
elementary schools. Shortly after he 
was made principal of the Key school 
in Austin. ‘Two years later he became 
principal of the Washington school, 
where he spent four years. _| 
His work at the Chicago Parental 
school, where truant boys are sent, 
gave him a national] reputation among 
educators. He was superintendent of 
the Parental school for nine years, and 
many educational journals referred to 
it as the most efficiently conducted 
corrective school in the country. 
He had been an assistant superin- 
tendent only for about a year and had 
charge of the assignment of teachers. 
When Mr. Shoop was out of the city 
Mr. Mortenson usually acted as super- 
intendent. aa 
After his election he said he was not 
ready to make an announcemen: of his 
educational policy and declined to dis- 
cuss questions relative to what influ- 
ence the mayor’s office migitt have on 
his administration. He said he was not 
acquainted with Mayor Thompson. 
“TJ hope to be able tc carry out a 
number of plans started by Mr. Shoop,” 
he said. “ They include establishing a
